S ENATOR VANDENBERGE decision to 
retire at the completion of his present 
term in 1952 is an extremely regrettable 
one. It means that the country will lose the 
services and talents of the man who more 
than any other in public life can lead the 
nation on the path of a solid foreign policy 
at a time when solidarity is absolutely es­ 
sential in our dealings with other nations.

Tho late Babe Ruth was one of the g reat­ 
est idols that sport has produced. He w as a 
rem arkable compound of strength, co-or­ 
dination, instinctive baseball sense 
and 
colorful personality. 
But throughout his playing career, the 
Babe had a reputation of being a bad boy 
off the field—not evil or criminal, bu t ir­ 
responsible to a degree far beyond the lim ­ 
its of Sunday School standards. So far as 
we know, this did not diminish his stature 
as a public hero. 
All this may not he too im portant, but 
it is a little unfair to 
the 
athletes. 
It’s 
enough of a strain on the average p ro ’s 
m e n t a l i t y to keep well enough in shape to 
play his best, please the boss and the fans, 
and justify his handsome salary. He should 
not be saddled w ith the added job of c ru ­ 
sading against juvenile delinquency — an 
assginmcnt which understandably he might 
not even comprehend. 
So far as we can learn, most delinquency 
arises from a child’s home 
environm ent 
and treatm ent, not from Ii is reaction to the 
off-limits escapades of ball players.

real defenses against delinquency arc the 
home, the social and economic 
environ­ 
ment, the church and tho school—perhaps 
roughly in that order. It might be well if 
we stopped shifting responsibility to young 
men who may be stronger in muscle than 
in brain, and who are simply earning a liv­ 
ing in Hie best w ay they know how.

In the Pots­ 
dam agreem ent of August, 1945, the Big 
Four said that Austria should pay no re ­ 
parations. L ater the Russians claimed this 
m eant only reparations for the Big Four. 
The U. S., Britain and France say it applies 
to all countries. The Russians have sup ­ 
ported the Yugoslav claim, but again m ay 
change. 
On the larger question of reparations for 
Russia proper, the Potsdam 
agreem ent 
gave Russia G erm an-ow ned assets in its 
East Austrian occupation zone. 
But 
the 
trouble from the very first negotiations has 
been in defining w hat constitutes G erm an- 
owned assets. 
Several attem pts have been m ade to a p ­ 
proach this problem from new angles in 
roaching a compromise solution. One has 
been to specify properties in East Austria 
which might bo assigned to Russia as r e ­ 
parations.

HOW TO GUARANTEE FREEDOM 
Among lesser treaty articles on which 
there is disagreem ent is one proposing that 
the Big Four guarantee to recognize the in­ 
dependence 
and 
territorial integrity of 
Austria, and w hat m achinery might be set 
up to prevent aggression against 
A ustria 
by other powers. Soviet delegates have in 
tile past opposed this idea, saying that such 
questions should be handled by the Uniteci 
Nations. 
There has been no agreem ent on w h eth ­ 
er Austria should be barred from research 
m anufacture or stockpiling of 
m aterials 
that might contribute to a m ilitary poten­ 
tial. 
The United States and Britain have 
been against any such restrictions. 
Treatm ent of 400,000 to 500,000 displaced 
persons in Austria provides another tough 
question. Most of the DP's are now in the 
three western zones. The w estern powers 
are opposed to any repatriation or resettle­ 
ment against tho will of the D P’s th em - 
selv es.

Resort Community 
Has 
Top Female Ratio 


Washington.—Contrary to 
po­ 
pular opinion, Washington is not 
the most feminine city 
in 
the 
United States. 
In big cities, the sex ratio—the 
number of men in proprotion to 
the number of women—is neither 
extremely high or extremely low. 
This is the finding of Dr Joseph 
H. Greenberg, of the University 
of Colorado, who made a study of 
the size and sex ratio of all Uni­ 
ted States cities at. the time of 
the 1940 census and who reports 
his results in a forthcoming 
is­ 
sue of the American Sociological 
Review. 
The most feminine city is Car- 
mel-by-the-Sea, Calif. And it is 
the only city in which there are 
as few as seven men to each IO 
women. It is just because it. is a 
small city (less than 5.000 inhab­ 
itants) that it is so attractive to 
women, Dr. Greenberg 
believes. 
It would not be so specifically a 
resort town and artists’ colony if 
it were larger. 
It is also size that 
gives 
the 
most male city in the country its 
extremely high sex ratio. Dan­ 
nemora, N. Y., has a sex ratio of 
577.4 males to each IOO women— 
a proportion of nearly 58 men to 
each IO women. It has this high 
sex ratio because the prison lo­ 
cated there outbalances the popu­ 
lation of the city.

Ann Arbor, Filch., (aP)—A ura­ 
nium rush in the 1950's may make 
a piker out of the historic gold 
rush of 1849, in the opinion of a 
University of Michigan pride 
But instead of the “tap, 
ta!1, 
tapping” of the gold prospectors 
pick, the new ruth may be char­ 
acterized by click-elick-elick 
of 
the Geiger counter. 
The results, however, probably 
will be the same Disappointment 
for many, success and riches for 
a few, according to Prof. E. W il­ 
liam Heinrich, mineralogy speci­ 
alist at the university. 
Even 
now, 
there’s a host of 
prospectors roaming the “likely” 
areas of the country in search of 
the modern counterpart 
of 
tile 
yellow gold—the 
bonanza 
that 
made virtual paupers into milli­ 
onaires overnight. 
While not denying 
that 
some 
new strike is 
always 
possible, 
Prof, Heinrich points out to any 
who have the urge to “take off” 
that most of 
the 
“geologically 
favorable’ land was investigated 
by Hie government after the out­ 
break of Wrorld War II. 
The department of the interior. 
he claims, has put up “not for 
sale” signs on any lands known to 
contain fissionable materials. Tins 
was made easy 
because 
earlier 
searches had been made for pitch­ 
blende, which usually is found rn 
combination with uranium. 
“Areas that 
are 
geologically 
favorable for uranium deposits.” 
Heinrich says,” are the Colorado- 
Utah district and what is known 
as the Canadian shield." 
Tile latter arca, he explains, is 
a huge rock formation that sweeps 
down from the barren north of 
Canada, through Ontario and up 
through Quebec and Labrador It 
forms a gigantic horseshoe about 
Hudson Bay 
with 
tile 
prongs 
pointed northward. The “head” 


of the shield extends into Flichi- 
g.in’s Upper Peninsula. 
“In prospecting for 
uranium," 
Henrich notes, 
“the 
successful 
prospector should first find some 
likely area to cover. Then, he 
must go over it with 
a 
Geiger 
counter to determine the ‘back­ 
ground count’—the 
number 
of 
clicks per minute caused by the 
constant bombardment 
of 
the 
earth’s surface by cosmic rays.” 
“After the 
background 
count 
is 
determined, 
the 
prospector 
should retrace his steps, listening 
intensely for the sudden increase 
above tile background count that 
will signal the presence of urani­ 
um.” 
Against these eternal hopefuls, 
the professor says, will lie the cle­ 
ments, human shortages 
in 
the 
“monumental patience” necessary 
for the job, and 
such 
technical 
handicaps as the fact 
that 
the 
count won’t penetrate many feet 
of soil 
The 
vein 
of 
uranium 
must be exposed or close to the 
surface. 
But these difficulties, 
he 
ex­ 
pects. “will be as nothing,” when 
one of tile numerous counters now 
being carried 
slowly 
over 
the 
earth’s surface, suddenly screams 
“uranium” in some 
prospector's 
car. 
When word of this gets out, he 
predicts, a madness to rival the 
insanity bred of gold will sweep 
the nation, 
and 
the 
“uranium 
rush of the ’50’s” may be on.

skilled - labor, 
business, 
semi-profes; ional groups — pace­ 
m a k ers am ong American families.

their

lousy.” 
T h e physical condition of this 
‘‘p a c e m ak e r’ group leads to the 
conclusion, she adds, th a t the fail­ 
ure of the public to live up to a 


few simple rules of good cating 
is sapping our national strength. 
“Our initial che ck-up revealed 
heart tensions, fatigue, gingivitis 
and m an y other borderline con­ 
ditions due or related to bad n u ­ 
trition,” she adds.

There was deficient dark accom­ 
modation. If a m a n goes into a 
darkened movie theatre and sits 
on someone’s hat or the lap of 
another m a n ’s wife, t h a t ’s defi­ 
cient dark accommodations due to 
eating the wrong w ay.”

Of the s ix ty -fo u r families se­ 
lected, th a t of Dr. J. Fred Oster- 
ling of Philadelp hia showed the 
highest over-all rating at the end 
of the year. Osterling is a ch e m i­ 
cal engineei, with a

three children. Here are Mrs. Os- 
terling’s observations as told to 
NEA Service: 
“ It w as a revelation to us all. 
I had gro w n up in a ‘m e a t and 
potato family,’ so I had a lot to 
learn about nutritionally balanced 
diets. I used to w o rry ab o u t those 


blue lines across the bridge of th e 
nose and u n d e r th e eyes of my 
children. Now they are gone b e ­ 
cause I feed th em better. We all 
feel fitter, look b etter and seem 
happier. Do you w onder I w a n t

ish farmers. Hans Sorensen, 75. 
of Breining, had two and one-

WILDLIFE HIT 
BY BUZZARDS 


Wild Geese And Ducks 
Likely To Perish 


Washington, 
SS)—The 
bliz­ 
zards that threaten 
disaster 
to 
the Western 
livestock 
industry 
have been inflicing heavy losses 
on wildlife as well, reports to the 
U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
indicate. Although field reports 
are still far 
from 
complete, 
it 
seems certain that vast numbers 
of wild geese and ducks that nor­ 
mally w inter along the streams 
of the northern Rockies and Cas­ 
cades have perished. 
Strenuous 
efforts, by both air and ground 
means, have m ade 
some 
grain 
available to the birds, but only a 
few of the distress spots could be 
reached. 
Deer and elk in 
the 
Jackson 
Hole area are being 
fed 
hay 
from a 4.000-ton 
reserve, 
and 
state game authorities 
are 
dis­ 
tributing feed to smaller elk herds 
elsewhere. The northern Yellow­ 
stone Park herd has drifted down 
the valley out of the park, and 
thus far no reports of trouble to 
this big-game concentration have 
been received by 
the 
National 
Park Service here. Since bullet­ 
ins come in daily, it is assumed 
that in this case no news means 
good news. 
Neither of the 
two 
Services 
has had reports of the condition 
of the antelope herds. However, 
since the larger concentrations of 
antelope are south of the region 
of heaviest snow, there is reason 
to hope that. they are little affect­ 
ed. 


One thing which has helped to 
mitigate disaster in the case of 
wildlife is the migratory tenden­ 
cy. Birds By 
south; 
mammal 
herds drift down valleys to low­ 
er ground. Word 
was 
received 
here as much as two weeks ago 
that most of the deer and clk in 
Rocky Mountain 
National 
Park 
had left. Geese and ducks that 
normally winter in the Dakotas 
flew south before the heavy free­ 
zes and deep snows closed their 
feeding grounds. 
One introduced game bird, the 
pheasant, has been 
reported 
as 
suffering heavily in 
Iowa 
and 
elsewhere in the Midwest where 
icing conditions have been bad. 
Their beautiful long tail-feathers 
prove a fatal handicap under the 
heavy winter conditions that have 
prevailed lately.
